King and Lansdowne Refer 
Slightly to the War 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED Pr 
‘LONDON, Feb. 14.—[Py Atlantic Ca- 
Die.] The sixth session of the first 
Parliament of his reign was opened this 
afternoon by King Edward VII. with 
all the historic pageantry which has 
marked the ceremony since his acces- 
sion. The sovereign himeelf read the 
speech from the throne to the assem- 
Died lords and commons in the upper 
chamber. The document was common- 


place. 
The only refegence to the Russian- 


Japanere war, which the King said 
“unhappliy continues,” was to an- 
nounce that “my has 


manner the obligations incumbent upon 


a neutral power.” 

The lengthiest paragraph, devoted to 
the Balkans, says the situation con- 
tinues te give cause for anxiety. The 
measures adopted at the instance of the 
Austro- Russian ts have 
been instrumental in bringing about 
some ametioration in the state of the 
disturbed districts, but “these meas- 
ures have still to be supplemented by 
radical reforms, especially of the finan- 
clal system, before any permanent im- 
prevements can be effected in the ad- 
ministration of these provinces of the 
Turkish empire.“ The speech noted 
with satisfaction that the Austro-Rus- 
sian governments had addressed to the 
Porte proposals for this purpose, and 
added that the British government was 
in communication with the powers con- 
cerned in this important subject. 

Congratulatory references were made 
to the visit of the King and 
Portugal to England, to the ratification 
of the Anglo-French convention, and 
to thy agreements with Sweden and 
Norway, ortugal and Switzerland. 

The speech also mentioned the inter- 
national commission “entrusted with 
the investigation of the circumstances 
connected with the disaster to British 
trawl which resulted from the 
action of the Russian fleet in the North 
Sea, and of apportioning the responsi- 
bility for this deplorable incident.” 

The King expressed the hope that 
steps to establish a representative con- 
stitution for the Transvaal would re- 
sult in substantial progress toward the 
ultimate goal of complete self-govern-

STOCKTON CHANNEL SHOAL. | 
TO BE CLEARED OUT AT ONCE.

STOCKTON, Feb. 14.—The shoal in 
Stockton Channel at the mouth of 
Mormon Channel is to be cleared out 
at once. Bids for removing 150,000

NEW YORK, Fed. 14.—(Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Fallure to arrive at any 
satisfactory agreement regarding the 
troubles between the firemen and the 
engineers of the New. York, New 
Haven and Hartford Rallroad was ad- 
mitted this afternoon by President Tel 
len at the conclusion of a conference 
lasting more than two hours between 
ten members of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Brotherheod of Locomotive 
Firemen and the directors of the road. 
among whom is J. Pierpont Mor«an. 

Following the conference, from which 
representatives of the fremen left ap- 
parently in an angry frame of mind, 
the board of directors remained in ses- 
sion for some time. 

Morgan was first to leave the mect- 
ing. He refused to make any state- 
ment as to whether or not a settle 
ment had been reached. “If any in- 
formation is to be given out, you must 
get it from the officials of the road,” he 


. President Mellen said that he had no 
statement to make, except that no sat- 
isfactory arrangement had been made. 
T. Shea, Second Vice-Grand Master 
of the firemen, said: “We have sub- 
mitted a statement to the directors 
stating our position clearly. It ts for 
the directors now to decide. It may be 
that there will *« no further meeting 
necessary to settle the matter.” 

While the conference was taking 
place, more than eight hundred men 
were within call reach to take the 
places of the firemen if a strike were 
declared. 

The grievance of the firemen is not 
one against the company as much as 
against the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Pnginers. The contention of the fire- 
men's association is that all engineers 
who are members of their union should 
remain under the juriediction of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen. 

ANOTHER CRISIS TIDED OVER. 

LONDON, Feb. i4.--A Parliament 
white paper issued today gives the 
correspondence between Great Britain 
and Ruesia relating to contraband of 
war between February 12, 1904, and 
October 24. It covers nearly every- 
thing known through the Associated 
Press dispatches and shows the firm 
attitude of Foreign Secretary Lans- 
fowne in dealing with Russia's con- 
tentions. 

The paper ie chiefly interesting in 
showing the acuteness of the contro- 
versy at one period. Lord Lansdowne, 
in a dispatch to Gir Charles Hardinge, 
the Britieh Ambassador at St. Peters- 
burg, August 10, describes the situa- 
tion ariceing from Russia's “unprece- 
dented attitude” with reference § to 
contraband ag one of the ulmost grav- 
ity. and said that unless thie condition 
was cnded without delay Great Britain 
would be constrained to take such pre- 
cautions as she thought desirable to 
protect her commerce,

is to be Sold. 


Proceeds to be Applied to a 
New Building.

Sullivan Replies to Hearst. 
Debate on Revenue.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.-—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Another step toward 
giving Los Angeles that fine new pub- 
lic building that she is going to have 
some time, when all of the necessary 
red tape can be uncotled, was taken 
today, when the House Committee on 
Public Buildings and Grounds reported 
to the House an omnibus public bulld- 


paragraph authorizing the Secretary 
of the Treasury to sell the old public- 
building site and apply the proceeds 
to a new building. This legislation 
ought to have been incorporated into 
the latest publie bailding bill making an 
appropriation for Los Angeles, but 
things got somewhet mixed. Now 
comes this provision: 

“That to enable the Secreatry of the 
Treasury to make provision for a Fed- 
eral building in keeping with the needs 
of the publite service in Los Angeles, 
the act of Congress approved April 
22, 1904, is hereby amended so as to 
authorize and empower the Secretary 
of the Treasury to sell the old Federal 
building site at the corner of Main 
and Winston streets at such a time 
and upon such terms as he may deem 
to be to the best interests of the 
United States, but for not less than 
$290,000 and to apply the proceeds so 
derived from such sale toward the 
cost of constructing the new Federal 
building heretofore authorized to be 
erected in sald city, in the discretion 
of the Secretary of the Treasury to 
apply not to exceed $100,000 thereof 
for the acquisition by purchase, con- 
demnation or otherwise of land for 
the enlargement of the new Federal 
building site bounded by Main, Temple, 
New High and Commercial Streets, and 
the balance thereof shall be applied 
to. the construction of a new Federai 
Bullding, and the limit of cost of 
said new Federal Building and site 
thereof is hereby increased by an 
amount equal to the net proceeds de- 
rived from the sale of the old Federai 
Building site heerinbefore authorized 
to be sold.”

SULLIVAN TO HEARST. 
OVATION TO THE FORMER. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE runs! 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—{Exctusive 
Dispatch.) When the House met today 
it Was known that Representative Sul- 
een would reply to the attack te 
which he tried to reply yesterday, but 
Hearst did not permit him to do so. 
When Mr. Sullivan asked unanimous 
consent to make his statement today, 
one of the Hearst henchmen objected, 
£0 he proceeded as a matter of persona] 
privilege. 


Tt is’ so ‘untisual for any man to be 
attacked in the House in the way in 
which Hearet attacked Sullivan that 
there was a big attendance. Probably 
every member of the House knew that 
Sullivan had been convicted of mar 
slaughter in his boyhood, and they 
were inflamed with anger that Hearst 
should drag such a thing into debate 
in the House. 80, when Sullivan told 
hia story how, when he was 17 years 
old, an unknown man attacked his 
father, and he went to his father’s as- 
sistance, the man being killed by fall- 
ing. upon a curbdstone, there was tre- 
mendous applause from both Repub- 
lian and Democratic sides, 

When Mr. Sullivan told how he was 
not fined or sentenced, and how after 
his father had been sentenced, it was 
discovered that a drunken man, on the 
night in which he had been hurt, fell 
downstairs in his own home, and, how, 
after that, the Governor's Council of 
Massachusetts had pardoned his father. 
there Was an outburst of wild onthus- 
lam that Would have shamed even 
Hearst had he been present. 

At the conclusion of his speech, Mr. 
Sullivan was given an ovation by the 
House, and the galleries cheered as is 
seldom seen. One more dramatic inci- 
dent. Sullivan is a Democrat. Imme- 
diately upon the conclusion of his 
speeeh. Hepresentative Gardner of 
Massachusetts. «a Republican, arose. 
Auguatur F. Gafdner is a Boston 
blood.” He is wealthy, cultured, de- 
dong to one of Boston's best families, 
and ie son-in-law of United States Sen- 
ator Lodge. He said that, although 
differing politically with Mr. Sullivan, 
he had been his close friend for many 
years, and that he was one of the few 
men in Massachusetts upon whose 
honer and integrity he would stake his 
life.

REGULAR SESSION.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.-—-SENATE. 
~Immediately after the Senate von- 
vened today, the Agricultural Appro- 
priation Bill was taken up, the Haus- 
brough amendment, intended te be a 
constitutional interpretation of the 
portions of the Dingley law relating 
to the duty on wheat, being Arst con- 
sidered. It declares that paragraph 
lof that act, which imposes a Spe- 
pias duty on wheat, Shall not be held 

be affected by the provisions of 

section % of the same act, which pro- 
vides for a drawback on imported arti- 
cles used in domestic manufacture. 

Mr. Hansbrough « ems t of 
the amendment. e conten that 
the decision allowing a drawback on 
imported wheat was wrong, because 
the portion of the flour made from such 
wheat could not be distinguished from 
that made of the domestic product, as 
he argued was necessary under the 
drawback provision. He said the opin- 
fon would be far-reaching, extending 
to all articles used in manufacture. 

“We hear much about the tariff re- 
vision,” Mr. Hansbrough remarked, 
“but if the practice ef the Treasury 
Department in accerdance with this 
decision is to go on, auch revision wil) 
be unnecessary. because the 
Department will make its own revi- 
on.“

An intovicated man. who 
was not a guest and had not entered 
the hotel that day. came to the main 
door, and my father, seeing him, shut 
the door against him. Thereupon the 
man went around to the back door 
and broke a window. My father went 
out on the street, took the man by 
the collar and demanded that he pay 
for the damage he had done. The man 
responded by striking him, and a fight 
ensued. It is a fact. and one that has 
never been denied, that no weapons of 
any kind were used on either side.

Fail to Show Hand at Town 
Hall Meeting. 


The element in South Pasadena that 
has been working tor annexation to 
Los Angeles failed to show its hand 
at a meeting held in the South Pasa- 
dena Town Hall last night. 

Opponents of the project, of whom 
many were present, declared the an- 
nexationists had failed to stir up the 
expected sentiment and had aban- 
doned their pian. 

In breathless suspense, 150 citizens 
of the little town jammed themselves 
into the Town Hall to watch the pre- 
liminary move for disincorporation, 
which, it was thought, would be made. 

It was a thoroughly breathless mat 
ing so far as disincorporation was con- 
cerned. 

When a man arose in the rear of the 
room and timidiy announced that he 
would like to hear a discussion of the 
proposition to disincorporate there Was 
a shuffling of feet and a craning of 
necks as the assemblage turned upon 
him, marveling at his timerity. He 
sat down precipitately and . hunched 
his head into his coat collar.

TRUSTEES IN AIR. 
When the dispute had run for more 
than an hour the motion finally was 
sidetracked by Citizen Doherty, who 
made a place talk, the outcome of 
which was that the trustees are left in 
the air as to the feeling of the people. 
The meeting was called with the 
avowed intention of forming a city 
improven ent association. - 
his was taken on the part of the 
anti-disincorporationists as a siy 
move by the annexation element to 
push its designs to bring about u union 
of South Pasadena and Los Angeles. 
On the other hand, the “pros” 
thought the “antis" would be out in 
force to block the movement. 
A canvass of the assemblage indi- 
cated that the antis“ had the largest 
representation on hand. 
Privately they expressed their oppo- 
sition to the plan to disincorporate and 
then to knock at the doors of Los An- 
geles for admission. 
There was a diversity of reasons for 
opposing the move. 
Some of the South Pasadenuns wish 
the government of the little munict- 
pality to remain as it is—that of a city 
of the sixth class. Most of these are 
in the old section of the city, which 
clusters about the Town Hall and the 
post office. 
Another division, principally com- 
posed of those who reside on Orange 
Grove avenue and the hills adjoining 
the boundaries of Pasadena, favor dis- 
incorporation and annexation to the 
latter city. 

ANNEXATION ELEMENT. 

In the vicinity of Lincoln Park and 
the Ostrich Farm, just across the ar- 
royo from the Los Angeles boundary 
line, is an element which wishes to be 
joined to this big city. Their princi- 
pal argument is car fare and water. 
These people are obliged to pay an 
additional nickel for a ride across the 
long trestle that spans the arroyo. 
They would save this extra fare, they 
claim, by bringing their residences 
within the Los Angeles limits. Their 
desire is to share the rare privilege 
of a five-cent fage that Is the heritage 
ef the Garvanza annexation crusade 
of memory green. 
It is argued, too, by these people that 
they would have a more abundant 
water supply at the expense of Los An- 
geles.

Mscussed with bated breath in the rear 
of the hall, a few men up front went 
ahead with the organization of the im- 
provement asseciatnon. 
» Teo Longley acted as temporary 
chairman, and Postmaster Stephens as 
secretary. It was proposed to call the 
organization the Civic League of South 
Pasadena. Its ts, as given, were 
to discuss and act on questions of pub- 
lic interest; to codperate with the city 
authorities in the work of improving 
and beautifying the city, and to furnish 
general information regarding the re- 
sources and advantages of the place. 

After some lively drumming, thir- 
ty-eight members were enrolled at $1 
per head.

In a telegram from Philadelphia re- 
ceived yesterday it was stated that 
there is a doubt whether the prisoner 
in jail here is really the Owen Kelly 
who disappeared from thut city last 
October, and it was also stated that 
it was uncertain whether any criminal 
charge had been preferred against 
him. Such doubts are not entertained 
here. The detectives have what ap- 
pears to be positive evidence of the 
identity of their prisoner. Eliminating 
his own admissions as to who. he is, 
the officers have found papers in his 
possession which prove concluively 
that he is the man who has been miss- 
ing for so many weeks. As to what 
282 has been lodged against him 

the City of Brotherly Love, the of- 
ficers here know only that from the 
General Superintendent of Police of 
that city they have received a tele- 
gram which says: “Yes; we want 
Owen Kelly. Arrest and hold him. We 
will send for him.” It is not probable 
that a police department would send 
that telegram unless it was backed by 
a criminal complaint of some kind. 

It was learned yesterday that Kelly 
was a guest at Hotel Roselyn on South 
Main street, where he was registered 
under the name of Bell. He had been 
there more than a week, and had re- 
mained in his room most of the time, 
going out ‘at night more frequently 
than during the daytime. In his room 
yesterday the detectives found only 

e man’s clothing, and nothing which 
cast any light upon the nature of his 
operations while in Philadelphia. His 
suit cases bore numerous steamer and 
hotel labels, showing that the man had 
been to Australia, as he had told the 
police the night before. 

Yesterday when he was asked wheth- 
er there was any person whom he de- 
sired to see, he expressed a wien to 
see Bishop Conaty, saying that the 
bishop is the only niin with whom he 
would talk. He added that he did not 
wish to see the bishop in jail, and as 
it was out of the question to take him 
to the bishop's residence, the inter- 
view which he desired with the pre- 
late was not held.

STORM WATERS SWEEP AWAY

An important discussion was en- 
gaged in by members of the Board of 
Supervisors and a number of represen- 
tative citigens from outlying points 
yesterday. Chairman Longdon, though 
still far from well, contrived to be 
present, and with Supervisors Alexan- 
der and Wilson made up a guru. 
The question of storm-water drainage 
had been set for consideration, and 
the matter was gone into at seme 


Several of the outlying districts have 
suffered to a large extent by the heavy 
washes, and something has be done. 
At Whittier, where the city is directly 
interested. and where the State schoo! 
and the raltiway company have had to 
expend a good deal of money to part- 
ly protect themselves against the storm 
waters, procedure by the Board of Su- 
pervisors has been awaited in order 
that there might be united action. San 
Gabriel, Glendora and Azusa also were 
represented, ahd Robert Young, city 
attorney of Hollywoed, was also pres- 
ent, though Hollywood is not supposed 
to be vitally interested. 

Heretofore individual property own- 
ers have been trying to protect them- 
selves, and that resulted merely in 
sending the water on its way to wreck 
and damage property somewhere else. 
Several years ago, when Judge Wilbur 
was Chief ty District Attorney, he 
drafted a bili that was passed by the 

isiature of 18983. by which Boards 
of Bupervisors were endowed with the 
power to deal with the difficulty. But 
the bili on its final passage was so 
emasculated as to make it a puzzie. 

Under the statute the Supervisors 
have the authority te form a drainage 

r sterm-water district, and use the 
money in the road fund in that par- 
ticular road t for the purpose of 
earrying out drainage improvement. 
And the Supervisors can draw upon 
the general fund of the county up to 
25 per cent. of the amount on hand. 
The third and last alternative is for 
the Supervisors to call an election in’ 
the gtorm-water district created, and 
vote a special tax up to 50 cents per 
$100 of valuation. 

It was generally agreed 
that to depend upon 
money from the road funds would be 
futile. In no district is the road fund 
large enough to carry on the work de- 
manded by the residents. In some die- 
tricts the Supervisors have been asked 
to levy a higher road tax. so that the 
people may have the good roads that 
they desire. But the board is debarred 
from granting this very reasonable 
figure required by law, and without 
anh alteration in the law it is impossible 
to raise the levy. 


To withdraw 
funds for storm-water purposes merely 
means stealing from Peter to pay 
Paul, as there le need of every dollar 
that goes into the general fund. The 
voting of a Special tax in the several 
storm-water districts that may be 
formed ts the only won ov of the git.

There ts no doubt that in any one die- 
trict the people would vote the tax ta 
construct the artificial waterways; but 
it is by no means certain that each 
year the people in any improved dis 
trict would continue to vote the tar 
asked for. and yet the artificial water- 
ways will have to be maintained. In 
other words. inasmuch as people are 
naturally selfish there is nothing in the 
law that will prevent the residents of 
any storm-water district from voting 
money enough to permit the Supervi- 
sors to make the required improve- 
ments, and after that refuse to tax 
themselves. believing thet the burden 
can be thrown upon the country. 

In such an event if any break should 
oceur in the waterways, the damaged 
parties would have a good cause for 
action against the county.

SAY HE'S FEEBLE-MINDED. 
DEFENSE OF CHAMPION. 
The prosecution in the case against 
C. C. Champion, charged with having 
shot and kijled his brother on Decem- 
ber 27, and now being tried before 
Judge Smith and a jury, closed yester- 
day early in the afternoon and the de-

A number of witnesses testified onc 
after the other that the def ant had 
always been regarded as a little off 
mentally. It was not that he did 
things of an extraordinary character, 
but that he did the ordinary things of 
life in such an odd way and at such 
inappropriate moments. wit- 
nesses were for the mort part close 
neighbors of the Champions, while one 
or two had known the defendant and 
his brother for many yeara. 

About five months ago the defendant 
had an accident that resulted in his 
lower limbs being rtially paralyzed, 
and he had to wa with the aid of 
crutches. Though the statement was 
not actualiy made in direct the 
impression was conveyed that ever 
Since that time the old man had acted 
more queerly than before.

MAY REBUILD SMELTER. 


Frank M. Murphy, president of the 
Santa Fé, Prescott and Phoenix Rail- 
way system, has returned from the 
East with a party of capitalists inter- 
ested in the Bradshaw Mountain Cop- 

r Mining and Smelting Company. 
The especial object of the trip is the 
rebuilding of the Val Verde*smelter, 
near Mayer, destroyed by fire severai 
months ago. It is proposed to build a 
smelter capable of treating 500 tons of 
ore a day, of whatever character. Such 
a smelter must be had if there be con- 
tinued development of the mines of the 
Bradshaw Mountains. 

Promoters of the scheme for tunnel- 
ing the Black Hills near Jerome are 
preparing a bill for presentation § to 
Congrets, granting many privileges, 
including the free cutting of timber, 
exemption from taxation and free 
rights of way, as well as a grant of 
every alternate section along a railroad 
propesed to be built across Lonesome 
Valley and through the tunnel. It is 
believed that several thousand acres in 
Lonesome Valley can be irrigated by 
the flow of Water Trom the tunnel. 

Work has been begun on the flumes 
and tunnels of the Arizona - Power 
Company. a Los Angeles corporation 
also known as the Fossil Creek Elee- 
tric Company. As stated by Engineer 
R. 8. Mason of Los Angeles, the com- 
pany'’s purpose is to develop 6000-horse- 
power by diversion of the waters of 
the Verde, the power to be transmitted 
électricaliy to Prescott and to the 
near-by mines. All necessary rights of 
way have been granted the company 
by the Interior Department.
